The commentary reviewed Stalin’s ruthless life, the current Kremlin 
struggle, and ra^diasised its repercussions in Bulgaria. Stalin’s record 
was eoiq>ared to the ' liquidation of prewar Cosmiunists, especially Rostov, hy 
party bureaucrats. C<mBent pointed up the current intrigues in the BCF Isf* 
volving Tchankov, Damyanov and Mihailov. The Mirch 3 commentary stressed 
the weak position of the Chervenkov group as a result of the Balkan Poet.
